The rejection of an 80-cent 
education fund tax rate boost 
per $100 assessment was the* 
third negative vote in eight 
months, 

A $1.20.rate increase lost on 
June 30 and an_ 80-cent 
proposal failed in December. 
Suggestions of a 40-cent or 60- 
cent plan this time were not 
acted upon. 

The margin of defeat Dec. 7 
was only 250-211 but a 124-vote 
negative margin was tallied 
unofficially Friday. 


The vote?Friday carried the 
porposition by a slim margin in 
“the area outside the Venice City 
limits whose residents balloted 
at the Eagle Park Acres 
Improvement Association 
building, but overwhelmingly 
defeated the issue in the Venice 
city polling place at the Park 
district recreation building. 
The Eagle Park vote was 44 


yes and 39 no votes, with 10 
spoiled ballots while in the city 
polling place the vote totaled 306 
no to 177 yes, with 19 spoiled 
ballots. 

The education fund now 
remains at $2.05. It was com- 
pared with rates as low as $1.60 
in Madison and Highland in an 
active opposition campaign 
spearheaded by. Frank 
Reidelberger Jr., Venice 
Township assessor, who con- 
tended that the Venice district 
ranked as relatively wealthy in 
comparisons of assessed value 
per student enrolled 

Board President Leo 
Davinroy, who has announced 
plans not to seek re-election to 


the board this year, contends. 


that it may not be possible to 
keep the school district in 
operation in the 1974-75 year. 

Factors cited by school 
authorities include inflation, 
debt costs, and the higher 
spending per pupil necessary in 
small districts compared to 
large districts, due to differing 
class sizes. 

Supt. John O. Pier plans to 
consult with school board 
members in developing a 
recommendation on steps to 
take in coping with the financial 
problem.

“If it had not been for the 
levee district, Quiet Valley 
would have been under water 
before now, and we just cannot 
always depend on them to 
supply pumps when ours break 
down,” Moss said. 

He said the village has or- 
dered two new pumps, costing 
$1,600 each, for the lagoon, 

In addition to the cost of the 
pumps, the lagoon costs $240 per 
month to operate and maintain, 
“which is more than we 
collect,” he said.

Johnson seeks r 


Madison County Associate 
Circuit Judge William Johnson 
has petitioned the Illinois 


“Supreme Court for a rehearing 


in a case in’ which Johnson 
Sought*.a ruling that three 
candidates for two Democratic 
judicial nominations in Madison 
Gounty should run at-large, 
instead of for specific vacan- 


cies. 
The high court ruling 
reversed a Sangamon County 


Circuit Court ruling that can- ~ 


didates should run at-large. 

Under the Supreme Court 
ruling, Johnson will be forced to 
run against one of the two in- 
cumbents. He will be on the 
ballot challenging Circuit Judge 
Victor Mosele, while incumbent 
Judge John Gitchoff, seeking a 
second judicial post, will have 
no opposition. 

Johnson said he is aware that 
his pléa for a rehearing and any 
favorable results of his petition 
would be too late to affect the 
‘March 19 primary election 
balloting in his particular case, 
but that he feels the ruling is in 
violation of the stateyand U.S. 
constitutions and fherefore 
should be determined. 

In a statement, Johnson said: 

“On Feb. 25, I filed a petition 
for rehearing before the Illinois 
Supreme Court for the following 
reasons: 

“T feel that the ruling was 
contrary to the law and con- 
stitutions. There was no record 
that I could find that the 
decision to appeal by the Stale 
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Board of Elections was made in 
anopen meeting as required by 
law. 

“The attorney general’s of- 
fice who represented the board 
in the circuit court of Sangamon 
County and normally 
represents. state agencies in 
court, did not appeal the 
decision to the Supreme Court 
and I feel they thought the 
decision was proper. 

“The State Board of Elections 
hired a private attorney and 
immediately got a stay of 
proceedings signed by the 
Illinois Supreme Court chief 
justice and three justices from 
the Cook County area. The next. 
communique from the Supreme 
Court was a copy of their order 
dated Feb. 5, stating the matter 
was of an emergency nature 
and parties to file briefs with 
each justice at his home office 
on or before Feb. 8. 

“This order was received by 
my attorney on Feb. 9, the day 
after the brief was due. The only 
notice we had of any pending 
appeal and order prior to Feb. 9 
was from the board’s private 
attorney. Relying on this, we 
prepared a brief in the two days 
and filed it with the justices. 

“The next information we had 
was a call my attorney made on 
Feb. 11 to the Supreme Court 
clerk who read the Supreme 
Court decision over the phone,

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‘Narrow victory by beauticians, 


seeking to cut customers’ hair 


Cosmetologists across the 
state have won a “narrow” 
victory. 

A Chicago judge has handed 
down a decision which involves 
the right of a registered beauty 
culturist (beautician) to cut 
men's hair. Heretofore, this 
practice was unlawful. 

In the case of Kay Smith, et 
al., vs. the Illinois Department 
of Registration and Education, 
Judge Berg of Chicago ordered 
“no hearings by the Depart- 
ment of Registration and 
Education on ‘complaints 
relating to the practice of 
cosmetologists cutting or 
trimming the hair of either 
male or female customers in the 
course of, and to the extent 
necessary, in giving permanent 
waves, shaping, styling! or 
arranging hair.” 

However, the decision has 
been termed “narrow” by a 
member of the department's 
legal staff. 

“This is a narrow decision,”” 
explained John Gwinn, ‘‘and not 
broad enough to allow a man to 
just walk into a beauty shop and 
have his hair cut by a 
cosmetologist.” 

Gwinn said the decision is still 
being studied, and he an- 
ticipates that it. will be ap- 
pealed. 

The saga of the illegality of 
beauticians cutting men's hair 
begins in 1925. 

At that time the Illinois 
Beauty Culture Act, which 
defines the practice of beauty 
culture, included the following 
passage: 

“However, the provisions of 


thinking abouta 





this act shall not authorize any 
registered beauty culturist 
(beautician) to cut or clip the 
hair of any person unless he-has 


first obtained a certificate of 


registration as a barber.”* 

Then in 1938, under_an opinion 
rendered by. the state attorney 
general, it was established that 
registered beauticians could cut 
or trim the hair of women 
customers “only when in- 
cidental to and in connection 
with the arranging and dressing 
of women’s hair.” 

It is also illegal for 
beauticians to advertise the 


“cutting” of hair; the correct- 
term is “‘shaping” of hai 

The department, which is 
responsible for the licensing of 
32 professions or occupations; 
including barbers and 
cosmetologists, serves as the 
enforcing agency for this 
regulation. 

Last fall; there were 68,788 
registered beauty clilturists 
holding licenses from the 
department. 

A total of 12,698 barbers— 
who, whether male or female, 
may cut .men’s or women’s 
hair—registered with the state. 


67,147 Illinoisans trained 
under GI bill last year 


Joseph J. Mulone, director of 
the Veterans Administration 
regional office in Chicago, said 
today that 67,147 Illinois 
veterans and servicemen took 
some form of GI Bill training 
during the last semester. 

Mulone said 38,322 of these 
were taking training at the 
college level. An additional 
22,787 are training at below- 
college levels, and 6,038 were 
engaged in on-job training 
programs. 

In Illinois 146,240 Vietnam era 
veterans already have com- 
pleted training with GI Bill 
benefits. Under present 
statutes, single veterans draw 
$220 per month while engaged in 
training. Married veterans 
receive an additional amount 
for dependents. 

Mulone said the tabulation for 


the last semester was made as 
of Nov. 1, and that during the 
enrollment period in September 
and October there were 12,098 
new, entrants ‘to the program. 


The regional office director 
noted there were 4,114 Illinois 
service personnel still on active 
duty who are engaged in GI Bill 
educational programs. Of these, 
231 are at college level studies 
while 3,883 are taking below 
college level courses.

Broad state plan to 
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protect environment. 


Sept Bision we dit 


Gov. Dan Walker has just 
outlined six major abjectives of 
the Illinois environmental 
protection program for fiscal 
1974-75: 

1, Establish and implement a 
new wastewater discharge 
permit system to put industries 
in the state on a schedule to 
comply with clean water 
standards in time to meet 
federal deadlines in 1977 and 
1983. 

2. Launch new research 
projects to find ways of using 
Illinois coal without polluting 
the air. 

3. Create $100 million of new 
revenue bonding authority to 
finance _ pollution control 
equipment. for 
particularly those seeking ways 
to use Illinois high sulphur coal. 
This would be in addition to $100 
million of general obligation 
bonds for coal development 
projects. 

4. Increase from 125 this year 
to 165 next year the number of 
community sewage treatment 
projects which would receive 
state or federal assistance 
during’the year. 

5. Develop guidelines to 
reduce the cost of preparing 
environmental impact 
statements for projects using 
public funds. 

6. Complete development of 
proposed regulations governing 
traffic and airport noise. 

‘The environmental protection 
program administered by 
four agencies. Gov. Walker said 
appropriations sought are: 

—$238,746,400 for the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency, the enforcement arm, 
an increase of $30,256,000 
(mostly in grants to local-level 
governments) or 14.9 per cent. 

—$821,800 for the Pollution 
Control Board, the pollution 
court, an increase of $10,100 or 
1.3 per cent. 

—$1,557,100 for the Institute 
for Environmental Quality, the 
research arm, a decrease of 
$44,700 or 2.8 per cent. 

Walker said the fourth 
agency, the Illinois Industrial 
Pollution Control Financing 
Authority, which administers 
revenue bond authority for 
industrial pollution control 
equipment, does not receive 
appropriated funds. 

The authority expenses are 
paid from service fees charged 
to bond applicants. It expects to 
increase its income from 
$166,000 in fiscal 1974 to $487,600 
in fiseal 1975. 

Gov. Walker said he will seek 
an additional $100 million in 
revenue’ bonding authority to 
help industries finance 
equipment that can burn Illinois 
coal and still meet clean air 
standards.

He singled out the water 
pollution control permit process 
which the Illinois EPA is 
planning to implement in 1974- 
75 as having major impact in 
long-term improvement of ‘the 
Illinois environment. 

He said, ‘‘The state EPA will 
begin issuing permits to all 
wastewater dischargers next 
year. This permit program will 
enable all industries in the state 
to develop a compliance plan 
they will follow in cleaning up 
their wastewater. 

“We realize pollution of our 
waterways did not happen 
overnight, and we cannot ex- 
pect to eliminate that pollution 
overnight. The compliance 
plans will allow industries and 
municipalities to get on a 
workable, technologically 
feasible time schedule they can 
follow to control pollution."* 

‘The Illinois EPA also plans to 
issue 19,640 permits under the 
existing air, water and land 
permit system, an increase of 
3,845 over fiscal 1974. 

Gov. Walker said the state 
EPA expects to fund sewage 
treatment construction projects 
in about 165 communities, an 
increase of 40 over the current 
year. 

The budget narrative .in- 
dicates 190 projects will be 
funded this year and 270 next 
year. Projects in some com- 
munities will be broken down 
into more than one “project” 
for budgeting and accounting— 
usually more than one phase for 
a single project. 

“Our largest single water 
pollution problem in the state is 
inadequately treated municipal 
sewage. This grant program 
will help local communities 
upgrade their sewage treat- 
pent plants ata faster pace and 

ereby clean up our rivers and 
streams sooner," the governor 
said. 

In the coming fiscal year, the 
Institute for Environmental 
Quality will increase its current 
efforts to examine 
technologically feasible * 
methods of controlling sulphur 
dioxide caused by burning 
Mllinois coal. 

The work will be in addition to 
a demonstration, project the 
Institute is supporting at 
Southern Illinois University’s 
Carbondale campus, the coal 
“scrubber.” 

The scrubber is designed to 
make more efficient the 
currently available air pollution 
control equipment which allows 
burning of high-sulphur Illinois 
coal without causing serious air 
problems. 

If successful, the work of the 
Institute could be widely used to 
assist the Illinois coal industry 
in its search for strong, long- 
term markets for Illinois coal 
and at the same time insure the 
continued improvement of air 
quality throughout the state, he 
commented.In addition, the 
Institute will develop guidelines 
reducing the cost of preparing 
required environmental 
statements and study the- 
possible simplification of 
currently _ complex | permit 
procedures being used in the 
state's environmental 
protection program 

Walker listed as further EPA 
objectives: 

1. Conduct a systematic 
search for unknown public 
water supplies and insure that

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citizens served by those sup- 
plies have safe drinking water. 

As many as 200 public water 
supplies may be operating in 
illinois without state monitoring 
and assistance. 

“Because of the health 
vazards and the water-borne 
diseases that can be tran 
smitted through drinking water, 
it is important that the Illinois 
EPA know of all public water 
supplies. 

“Once the state EPA is aware 
of hazards,_ we can offer 
assistance and regular testing 
of the water,” Walker noted. 

2. Draft new regulations to 
help insure protection of 
citizens from toxic air pollution 
caused by lead, mercury and 
hydrogen sulfide. 

Mercury in the air causes 
brain and kidney damage. Lead 
can induce anemia and in- 
testinal cramps, and hydrogen 
sulfide irritates the eyes and 
respiratory tracts. Exposure to 
high levels of hydrogen sulfide 
can cause paralysis or death. 

Development of new limits on 
amounts of these industrial 
emissions that can be dumped 
in the air will be especially 
valuable fpr residents of in- 
dustrial areas, he related. 

3. Begin a program to recover 
and recycle waste paper and 
junk, based on a pilot project in 
Springfield. 

Gov. Walker said a 
newspaper and waste paper 
recycling demonstration 
project is planned for this fiscal 
year in Springfield. It is to be 
expanded in fiscal 1975 to other 
communities and to include 
other waste materials, such as 
junked automobiles .and 
aluminum and steel cans. 

Initially, the Springfield 
project is to use front-end 
mounted baskets on garbage 
trucks to collect bundled 
newspapers. The newspapers 
then can be sold to recycling 
facilities and can provide the 
farbage collectors with ad- 
ditional income and paper mills 
with needed waste paper. 

4. Assist local governments in 


assuming certain respon- 
sibilities in controlling noise 
pollution problems. 

Noise from stationary sources 
is almost exclusively a local- 
level problem, and the Illinois 
EPA will be preparing a model 
ordinance next year to assist 
local’ communities in dealing 
with their noise problems, Gov. 
Walker said. 

The Illinois EPA also will 
assist communities by. offering 
technical training in 
measurement of noise and in 
legal application of state noise 
control regulations. 

Walker noted that in calendar 
1973, the Illinois EPA began a 
concerted effort to assist local 
officials in responding to spills 
of dangerous chemicals. 

EPA engineers responded to 
71 +air pollution incidents 
caused by spills of chemicals. 

An example of a hazardous 
material spill which could have 
affected Illindis residents was a 
traffic accident near 
Springfield last June when a 
truck of hydrofluoric acid 
overturned, closing Interstate 
55 for 21 hours, the governor 
related. 

“‘Hydrofluoric acid can cause 
blindness and nerve damage. 
But the fast response of Illinois 
EPA engineers to the accident 
helped officials find the safest 
ways to deal with the hazardous 
chemical, The road was opened 
without personal injury.” 

Walker added that the first 
statewide noise pollution 
control regulations in the nation 
were adopted in Illinois in 1973. 

“Too much noise can cause 
emotional distress and high 
blood pressure as well as 
permanent hearing loss. 

“The ear does not bleed when 
it is hurt or damaged. If it did, 
there would have been a public 
outery for noise controls years 
ago. We will take every 
precaution to insure that noise 
pollution problems are handled 
carefully and effectively.” 

He said the PCB adopted 
noise regulations after 16 public 
hearings throughout the state.

A series of recommendations 
for safety measures in Granite

ficials reported last week. 

The recommendations were 
sent to the city following an 
_inspection by representatives of 
the Aetna Insurance Co. which 
carries the city’s workmen's 
‘compensation liability. 

A. total of 12 safety measures 
was recommended, three in the 
sewage treatment department 
and nine in the city street 
department. 
sab the sewage treatment 

department, the insurance 
‘company recommended _ that 
electrical wiring in the repair 
shop in the main building should 
be corrected to provide third 
wire, grounding connections for 
all electrical plug-ins, and that 
- allelectrical hand equipment be 
provided with three-wire 
grounded plugs. 

In addition, the. insurance 
engineer recommended the belt 
drive on the exhaust fan in the 
repair shop should have the belt 
drive: enclosed with a metal 
guard to. prevent accidental 
contact with the belt drive; ‘and 
that eye shields and a bench 
rest should be provided on the

Street department recom- 
mendations included: 

1, Overhead protection should 
be provided on the Caterpillar 
tractor to prevent objects 
falling on the operator when he 
is engaged in building 
demolition, tree handling or 
similar activities. 

2. ‘Hand holds should be 
provided on the road grader to 
assist the operator to get in and 
out of the cab safely. 

3. A tire cage should be in- 
stalled in the garage and all 
employes in the garage should 
be instructed to use the cage 
when dismantling and blowing 
up truck tires, 

4, Eye shields should be 
provided on the bench grinder 
in the garage. 

5. All electrical hand tools in 
the garage should be provided 
with three-prong grounded 
plug-ins 


6. Grounded _ electrical 
receptacles should be provided 
in the garage. 

7. A gas detector should be 


obtained for-use by the street 
department to be used to detect 
sewer gas or ited gasses any 
time it is necessary for an 
eraploye to enter an enclosed 
sewer. 

8. A fresh-air oxygen. unit 
should be provided for street 
department crews working 
within a confined area 
sewer. The device should be 
kept available at all times in the 
event a rescue attempt is 
necessary. 

9. Approved hard hats should 
be worn by all street depart- 
ment personnel. The use of this 
protection should be required of 
all employes when they are 
engaged in work-related ac- 
tivities where there is danger 
from overhead flying objects, or 
in and around construction 
work aréas. 

City Clerk Robert Stevens 
said the city’s Safety Com- 
mittee has considered the 
recommendations and agreed 
to undertake all of ‘the 
measures. The insurance 
company asked that the steps 
be taken by May 1.

Establishment of the community 


activity centers in the period im- ~ 


mediately following World War II 
was among the earliest significant 
accomplishments of the nearly 30- 
year administration of the late 
Mayor Stephen Maeras. 

The pool for 4 time attracted ex- 
tensive patronage, and _ the 
recreation buildings continue to 
receive frequent use. 

Declining use, rising operating 
costs and worsening mechanical 
problems were blamed for ‘the 
decision to close the pool, and it has 
remained idle for many years. 

While it is sad that the pool itself 
will no longer be a reality, it is hear-

tening to know that the centrally- 
located area will be given a new life 
in the form of lighted courts for ten- 
nis and skeeling (roller-runner 
“ice” hockey on blacktop). 

The development and similar 
courts at, two other Madison sites are 
among a series of 1974 improvement 
projects planned by the ad- 
ministration of Mayor Mike Sasyk.

Widening of Highway 203 can be 
completed: by the end of this year, 
the contractor told a gathering of 
citizens and officials here Thursday.

Advancement of the four-township 
sanitary sewer program on the 
priority list for state-federal finan- 
cial participation is heartening news 
because the project is so obviously 
beneficial and needed.

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The loss of Vice President 
Gerald Ford's former House 
seat to a Michigan Democrat 
after 64 years in Republican 
hands has sent new shock waves 
through Illinois’ already 
worried Congressional 
delegation. 

The GOP has expected to lose 
several seats because of the 
usual off-year reaction against 
the party holding the Whi 
House. But now there is 
Browing concern that the loss 
may be ‘far greater, 

A 14 to 10 edge in 
Congressional representation 
has been one of the strong props 
in Republican political power 
and morale in Illinois. 


A shift of the balance to the 
Democrats would be a serious 
blow and weaken currently 
strong Republican hopes of 
winning back the governor's 
office in 1976, 

Republican strategists are 
not discounting Gallup and 
other polls which show support 
for the GOP at near historic 
lows. At Springfield political 
centers, the national polls un- 
derscore what is heard from the 
grassroots throughout Illinois. 

The biggest worry of all is 
voter apathy. There are deep 
fears that, next November, 
many normal Republican 
voters—as they did in the 
Michigan defeat—will stay 
away from the polls and thereby 
automatically assure 
Democratic victories. 

Efforts are. under way to 
combat this trend, and most 


individual _incumbent_ GOP 
congressmen are already 
working harder than ever for 
re-election. Whether the trend 
can be halted or reversed in 
Mlinois, ,jhowever, remains 
doubtful,

certain to lose one district to 
the Democrats. Three more 
are considered in danger. And 
a debacle of 1964 or 1932 
proportions could conceivably 
cost the Illinois GOP six 
seats. 

Although another hard-fought 
battle is certain, Republican 
hopes appear doomed in the 
10th District in Cook county. 

Two years ago, Republican 
Samuel 'H. Young’ turned back 
Democrat Abner J. Mikva by a 
mere 7,459 votes out of more 
than 230,000 cast. 

Mikva, a former 
congressman who had to run in 
a different dfStrict becauge of 
reapportionment, is expected to 
turn the tables on Young in 
November. 

Republicans are worried 
about, the 15th Congressional 
district—once considered 
automatic for Leslie C..Arends 
of Melvin, veteran House GOP 
whip who is retiring after a long 
Congressional career. 

Two years ago, after the 
district was changed through 
reapportionment, Arends had 
surprisingly strong opposition 
in Democratic Tim Hall, who 
polled 42 per cent of the vote. 

Hall again is in the field along 
with two other primary con- 
tenders and there is a five-way 
primary fight among 
Republicans. Post-primary 
division could add to 
Republican troubles in the fall, 


Trouble also is foreseen in thr 
2ist District, once another safe 
area for Republicans, where 
one-term Congressman Edward 
R. Madigan of. Linneoln could 
have problems in an overall 
Democratic year. 

Madigan won by 17,443 votes 
in 1972; he will face one of two 
Democratic primary con- 
tenders, 

As an indication of what 
kind of a political year is 


F. Railsback of Moline, in the 
19th District, who did not even 
have opposition two» years 
ago, is expected to have a tough 
race in the fall. 

The probable Democratic 
primary winner is James J 
Gende, a Moline trial lawyer 
and an active worker in Gov. 
Daniel Walker's 1972 campaign. 
The district is regarded as a 
“swing” one, usually going with 
the national tide. 

In the 20th (Capital City) 
District, Republicans are 
not taking for granted 
another easy win for seven- 
term Republican Paul Findley 
of Pittsfield, who won by 80,000 
votes in 1972. 

This year, Democrats have a 
lively primary and either 
former Congressman Peter F. 
Mack of Carlinville or young 
David Robinson of Springfield, 
another riser with Walker, is 
expected to give Findley serious 
opposition. 

The last time this occurred 
was in 1962, when Findley and 
Mack were thrown into the 
same district by reap- 
portionment. 

The best Republican hope for 
unseating a Democrat may be 
in the 22nd District in 
Southeastern Illinois, where 
Democratic Rep. George E. 
Shipley of Olney has a record of 
unavailability in Washington. 

He won by 34,199 votes two 
years ago in an area which once 
leaned substantially 
Republican, There are two 
Republican primary con- 
tenders. 


Angther long-shot could be the 
24th District deep in southern 
Illinois, where a Democratic 
split involving former Lt. Gov. 
Paul Simon, seeking to 
replace retiring Democratic 
veteran Kenneth Gray of West 
Frankfort, could trigger a 
Republican upset in the fall.

U.S. rail plan harms Illinois

It may or may not be true that 
the U. S. Department of 
Transportation has adopted the 
theme song—slightly 
paraphrased—‘‘We’ve Been 
Working on the Railroads.” 

But it certainly is true that 
this is what that federal agency 
has been up to. 

In its current attempt to solve 
the dilemma of the railroads in 
the Midwest and Northeast, the 
Transportation Department 
proposes to abandon—in other 
words, “cut out”—a fourth of 
the route mileage of railroads in 
18 states, including Illinois. 

In Illinois, the proposed. 
abandonment would amount 
to 2,850 miles of railroad, 
which is 24 per cent ef the 
State’s 10/822 miles of 
railroads. ‘ 


In addition, the proposal 
would limit freight service on 
certain remaining lines. 

It doesn’t take ~ much 
imagination to realize that 
cutting out nearly a fourth of the 
railroad mileage in Illinois 
could have a tremendous im- 
pact on the movement of farm 
products to. market and the 
movement of production sup- 
plies to farmers. : 

Nonfarm businesses and 
industries also would be af- 
fected. 

The Interstate Commerce 
Commission has scheduled 
public hearings on the Tran- 
sportation Department 
proposal for March 11 in both 
Chicago and St. Louis. Farmers 
and others who would be af- 
fected are being encouraged to 
give testimony. 

It could well be that some 
reduction in rail mileage may 
be -necessary to put U- 


railroads in better economic 
shape. Such action must not be 
rushed. 

It would be wise for the 
commission to delay a decision 
on the proposed abandonments 
until the proposal is appraised 
by a task force of leading ex- 
perts in marketing and 
seconomics. They could analyze 
the possible impact on various 
segments of society, including 
agriculture and its consumers. 

Further, the proposal should 
be delayed to allow those 
businesses and industries af- 
fected by the proposal to have 
time to document the impact 
the proposal would ‘have on 
their respective businesses. 

The railroad system in this 
country has evolved over a 
period of a century. A littletime 
taken now to come up with 
rational rather than rash an- 
swers to the rail lems 
shouldn’t be a&king too much.

renting an apartment

With spring on the way—at 
last!—you may be con- 
templating a move. If you plan 
to rent an apartment, I'd like to 
offer a few hints. 

There are three good sources 
for finding available apart- 
ments. One is your friends, 
another is a newspaper, and the 
third is a real estate agency. 

However, avoid dealing with 
“apartment finders" who don't 
have real estate broker's 
licenses. They often charge you 
for lists of apartments they 
merely take trom the 
newspaper. 

After you have compiled a list 
of available apartments, plan to 
see at least three. Make a 
thorough investigation of each. 
Here are/Some things to look 
for: { 

1. What is your first im- 
pression? Do both the apart- 
ment and the apartment 
building look like they are 
regularly and adequately 
maintained? 

2. Check the furnace, hot 
water tank, toilet, all drains and 
all appliances in thé apartment. 
Do they all work? 

If the building is new, are the 
appliances of the latest ‘model? 
Refrigerator forst-free? Dish- 
washer included? Disposal? 

Are there enough electrical 
outlets and lights? Is wiring 
adequate to handle, for, in- 
stance, an air conditioning unit? 

How long does it take to get 
maintenance help—if main- 
tenance is included? 

3. Check the windows. Are 
they uricracked? How is the 
paint? Does the apartment have 
storm windows and screens? If 
it is a high rise, how often are 
the windows washed? 

4. Are the floors in good or- 
der? No serious holes or 
splintering? Are they clean? Is 
carpeting included? Or, insome 
very new buildings, is the floor 
itself included? (In some new 
high tises, you are responsible 
for any flooring, whether it be 
carpeting, parquet, tile or 
whatever.) 

5. Do the doors close easily 
and securely? Do they fit well? 
Do locks to the outside work? 
Are any security precautions in 
the building adequately en- 
forced? 

6. Is there ample ventilation? 
Are there adequate exits in case 
of emergency? 

7. What are the highest 
heating -and electrical bills? 
What kind of heating? Who 


controls the temperature? What / 


about air conditioning? 

<8. Do you know anyone else 
who lives in the building? Do 
they like it? Do you know the 
names and addresses of the 
owner and the manager of the 
building? 

9. In a high rise . . . is the 
apartment you like right across 
from an elevator or an in- 
cinerator chute? (It could be 
noisy.) Are the walls and 
ceilings reasonably thick and 
soundproof? 

Are there doormen around the 
clock? Is there a bicycle room . . 
.alaundry room . .. party room 
++. pool (free or fee) . . . storage 
area . . . receiving room? 

10. Have you imposed a 24- 

hour waiting period on your- 
‘self? During this time have you 
considered the apartment's 


location (is it near schools, 
transportation, work, shopping, 
medical help), utility rates, 
maintenance costs, restrictions 
(if any) on children and pets? 

At the time you sign a lease, 
you likely will be required to 
depogit the first month’s rent 
plus a “security deposit" equal 
to another month's rent. 

In Illinois, the landlord of 
any apartment building with 
more than 25 units is required 
under law to pay a tenant 4 
per cent interest on his 
security deposit on any lease 
signed after Jan. 1, 1972. 

The security deposit is sup- 
posed to cover non-payment of 
rent or any damage that the 
tenant does to the apartment— 
damage beyond the normal 
wear and tear of daily living. 

To protect your security 
deposit, before you move into 
the apartment, go through it 
thoroughly—with the landlord, 
if possible—and list any and all 
damage already there. 

Prepare the list in duplicate 
and date it. Then, request the 
landlord to sign both copies. 
Give him one copy and keep the 
other. 

Under a new Illinois law, 
effective Jan. 1, 1974, this 
damage list could be quile 
helpful. 4 

The law states that if you 
have signed a lease after Jan. 1, 
1974, (for an apartment in a 
building of 10 or more units) and 
have given a security deposit, 
the landlord, upon expiration of 
your lease: 

“May not withhold any. part of 
that deposit as compensation 
for property damage unless he 
has, within 30 days of the date 
that the lessee (you) vacated 
the premises, furnished to the 
lessee... 

“An itemized statement of the 
damage allegedly caused to the 
premises and the estimated or 
actual cost for repairing or 
replacing’ each item on that 
platen, attaching the paid 
receipts, dr-copies thereof, for 
the repair or replacement. 

“If the estimated cost is 
given, the lessor (landlord) 
shall furnish the lessee with 
paid receipts, or copies thereof, 
within 30 days from the date the 
statement showing estimated 
cost was furnished to the lessee 


“If no such statement and 
receipts, or copies thereof, are 
furnished to the lessee . . . the 
lessor shall return the security 
deposit in full.” 

‘And so, before you sign the 
lease: 

1. Read the lease carefully. 

\.. 2: Make certain you kndw for 
which of the utilities you are 
responsible, .anf for what 
‘maintenance. 

3. Determine the con- 
sequences of leaving before the 
lease expires. Is there a 

, sublease clause? What is the 
fee?. 

4. Make certain you get a full 
list. of other regulations the 
landlord expects you to follow. 

5. Get a copy of the lease for 
your own records. 

“Searching for an apartment 
and. moving is never a 
glamorous activity. 


But if you follow these hints, 
hopefully the task will be less 
time-consuming, more ef- 
ficient, and—in the long run— 
more economical.

Alan J. Dixon, 46, Belleville, 
state treasurer of Illinois for the 
past four years, is seeking a 
second term this year.

An attorney, businessman, 
banker and leader of his party 
on the floor of the State Senate, 
he initially won elective office 
at age 21.

‘Tax tip—State income tax law 
allows no itemized deductions 


Because the Illinois Income 
Tax Act doesnot allow you to 
take itemized deductions, the 


starting point for the defer- 


mination of your 1973 Illinois 
income tax is adjusted gross 
income on your federal return. 

This should be entered on line 
lof your Illinois Form IL-1040,it 
is pointed out by Harvey L. 
Coustan, chairman, Taxation 
Committee, Illinois Society of 
Certified Public Accountants. 

Certain modifications to this 
amount may then be necessary 
0 compute Illinois “base in- 
come.” 

If you have received interest 
from municipal bonds which 
was excluded from your federal 
return, you must report this 
amount for Iilinois purposes, he 
adds 

To the extent you have 
excluded qualifying dividends 
on your federal return, this 
must also be added back for 
INinois purposes. 

Finally, the one-half of long- 
erm capital gains deducted on 
your federal return must also be 
added back in preparing your 
Illinois return. 


You may exclude interest 
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received on U.S. Government 
obligations such as Treasury 
bonds, bills or notes. This 
amount is an Illinois sub- 
traction. 

Likewise, if you sold 
securities at a gain which were 
purchased prior to Aug. 1, 
1969, an amount representing 
the increase in value prior to 
that date may be excluded. This 
is calculated on Schedule F of 
the Illinois return. 

The expert adds that an 
important subtraction from 
federal adjusted gross income 
in preparing an Illinois return is 
any amount received from 
qualified pension or profit 
sharing plans which was 
taxable on one’s federal return. 

Note that these amounts were 
deemed taxable at the time 
returns were due in the years 
1969, 1970 and 1971. Due to a 
change in the law, you maynow 
be entitled to a refund claim 
for some or all of thase years if 
the statute of limitations is still 
open and you reported these 


amounts on your Illinois return. 

Finally, military pay 
received a>a resident of Illinois 
is subtracted. 

After making these 
modifications, you have arrived 
at Illinois base income, 

Full year residents now 
merely subtract $1,000 for each 
exemption claimed on their 
federal returns and calculate 
the tax at 2% per cent. 

Remember to take credit for 
Illinois tax withheld by your 
employer during the year, and 
sums you may have prepaid 
directly, Coustan says. 

Part-year residents and non- 
residents must apportion the 
$1,000 exemptions based on the 
ratio of Hlinois base income to 
total income. This is done on 
Schedule NR 

An important point to 
remember is to read the in- 
structions carefully. Certain 
schedules, may be requited 
from the federal return. 
Without them, the refund may 
be delayed because the return 
cannot be processed,

City qualifies for U.S. 
treatment plant funds 


ranite City has applied for 
its first portion of federal grant 
money for construction of the 


secondary sewage treatment — 


plant on the Granite City Army 
Installation grounds. 

‘An application for $909,000 as 
the city’s first allocation under 
an $8,981,175 federal grant has 
been filed with the federal 
Environmental Protection 
Agency, according to Mayor 
Paul Schuler and Alderman R. 
E. Robertson, chairman of the 
City Council's Pollution Plant 
Committee. 

At the same time, the city 
completed an agreement under 
which the Illinois Power Co. will 
construct a new substation and 
expanded power facilities to 
meet the need of the additional 
treatment plant facilities. 

Under the new agreement, 
confirmed in adoption of an 
ordinance by the City Council 
last week, the power company 
will take over maintenance and 
operation of the power lines into 
the treatment facilities which, 
Robertson said, will save the 


No ‘compliments’ 


city approximately $35,000. 

The city, however, retains 
that part of its original 
agreement with the Arnfy 
which makes the city respon- 
sible for the cost of relocating 
lines at any future time. 

Schuler said the. major saving 
to the city will be in the i 
stallation of larger tran- 
sformers by the power company 
to provide the extra power: that 
will be needed for operation of 
the secondary plant. 

Under “government 
regulations, Granite City was 
required to expend at least 10 
per cent of the total cast of the 
treatment plant project, set at 
$11,974,900, before it could 
receive grant funds. 

Schuler said the city now has 
spent $1.2 million on the project, 
including $600,000 engineering 
fees, qualifying the city for 
federal money. 

The new treatment plant is 
under construction on the Army 
Installation grounds by the G. 
L. Tarlton Contracting Co, of Si . 
Louis.

Steel is unique in its magnetic 
properties, and the feasibility of 
removing steel. from other 
refuse has been confirmed 
during the prototype project, he 
said. 

Love cited other advantages 
of the Solid Waste Utilization 
System: 

“It will help preserve con- 
sumers’ freedom of choice in 
package goods containers. We 
believe that is a sensible 
alternative to certain 
economically risky, highly 
speculative forms of legislation 
that have been advanced for 
dealing with solid waste 
disposal problems.”” 

The $70 million metropolitan 
Solid Waste Utilization System, 
scheduled for initial operation 
in mid-1977, is to handle up to 
three million tons of refuse 


annually through a series of 
collection-transfer centers. 

Collected refuse will be 
transported to two Union 
Electric power plants for 
processing. Combustible wastes 
will be burned, with coal, to 
generate electricity. 

The non-combustibles, in- 
cluding ferrous waste, will be 
sold to industries for recycling. 

The St. Louis portotype 
project, which began initial 
-operation in April 1972, received 
financial and technical 
assistance from the U.S. 
Environmental _ Protection 
Agency, the American Iron and 
Steel Institute, the City of St. 
Louis and Union Electric.
